memory of Bishop O. M. Kelly. 
Following that tribute, Bishop 
Washington, lifted up and laid 
out his ‘Militant Program” 
based on Numbers 14:37-38, 
44-45. 


To a_ cheering, enthusiastic 
crowd, Bishop Washington 
selected and appointed Bishop 
Ithiel Clemmons as Assistant 
Jurisdictional Bishop. From 
1976 to 1982, Bishop Clemmons 


served as Special Assistant to 
Bishop O. M. Kelly. Since 1972, 
he has worked closely with 
Bishop Washington on many 
National and _ Jurisdictional 
programs. Bishop Washington 
solicited the prayers of the saints 
for Bishop Clemmons’ physical 
health because of the wide range 
of activities in which he is 
involved. He said, Dr. Clemmons 
is Co-Pastor of one church, 
Pastor of another, is Bishop of 
Military and _ Institutional 
Chaplaincy. ‘I want to pray for 
his health so that he can have 
the strength not only to help me 
with this work, but to enjoy the 
benefits of our labor together.”’

She worked hard to carve out 
the shape of the Women’s 
Department, and through the

IT MAKES NO DIFFERENCE 
HOW YOU VOTED

After a long absence from the 
editorial scene in our paper, I 
decided to come back with what 
I’ve called a “hard look” at the 
realities and uncertainties of the 
average American. And race has 
nothing to do with it now. 


The stress of trying to cope is 
taking its toll on all of us. 
Somewhere between workman’s 
compensation and_ welfare; 
between foodstamps and 
charity, the American dream is 
fading out of existence. 


The church must now play a 
vital role in the community. 
Such as it had never played 
before, the church has been 
asked to act as a “‘buffer’’ where 
the social programs are 
concerned. I am in agreement 
with Auxiliary Bishop (of 
another church) Joseph Sullivan 
of New York City, ‘‘There is 
absolutely no way the churches 
can compensate for loss of 
government aid.”’ Not only that, 
we can’t compete. 


Hunger and poverty are 
inextricably linked, and 
although no one knows precisely 
how many Americans are going 
hungry or how many are 
malnourished, available evidence 
indicates that  poverty--and 
hunger--are increasing. We all are 
aware of the sluggish economy 
and the highest unemployment 
rate since the Depression have 
aggravated all Americans. What 
has become of ‘“‘the children’s 
bread?”’ It is much too difficult 
to keep up with the ever 
increasing figures programs have 
had enormous success and made 
strides in progress, they still met 
“only the barest subsistence 
needs” of recipients. Hunger in 
AgMerica “persists, but 
malnutrition has become a more 
subtle problem. 


Many of our churches were 
“built”? on chicken, fish and 
barbeque dinners. It was a way 
of life for many then and is a 
way of life for some now. 
However, there will have to be a 
change in the trend. Those 
projects that were once the 
vehicals of ‘“‘purchasing power”’ 
for us, may now have to feed us 
in order to assure at least one 
adequate meal per week. 


It is alarming, the vitamin 
deficient meals we choose for 
ourselves and those chosen for 
OUT cnthd rene, malioda ya 
growth-stunting and 
iron-deficiency anemia are the 
major indices of malnutrition in 
the United States. 


Television has given us a 
‘yoller-coaster ride’ to the 
nearest fast-food outlet, and our 
children (some of us included) 
would rather skip the beets and 
brussel sprouts for a Super taco 
and four games of Pac-Man. My 
children referred to broccoli as 
“those little trees”, but they ate 
it. 


The average food-stamp family’s

gross monthly income is about 
$349--or $4,188 a year -- and the 
average food-stamp benefit is 
only 45 cents per person per 
meal. Low-income families (and 
that’s most of us) seldom have 
enough money to buy food 
economically, in large quantities, 
and often lack a way to get to 
the supermarkets in middle-class 
neighborhoods where they can 
avail themselves of sales and 
discounts. Gone are most of the 
“Mom and Pop” stores that kept 
us eating until payday. The 
“cashless society”’ is not new to 
us. 


Our emergency food grant is still 
a pot of neck bones and 
potatoes. How can we forget 
pig-tails and sauerkraut? The 
answer is we can’t and we wont. 
Go back and get those soup 
bones. The marrow is good for 
you. Don’t you agree? 


Handouts have not helped to 
build us toward self-sufficiency. 
The poverty programs have 
made us dependent upon 
someone rather than ourselves. 
The budget cuts have been so 
deep that recovery is just about 
impossible. We had better take a 
tip from our brothers, the 
Balalians (formerly called Black 
Muslims), and start to pull 
together and enterprise. Singing 


““We Shall Overcome and 
Overcoming is two different 
things.”’ 


I do not want to sound like I am 
on a soap - box “‘trip”’, but don’t 
you agree it’s time to wake up. 
There is far too much apathy, 
even in the so-called ‘“‘household 
of faith.’ Let’s deal with the 
facts, the statistics and the 
realities that are as common as 
breathing. Although we take the 
latter for granted, the real proof 
of the pie is in the eating. And 
someone else is doing that. 


Entitlement and_ benefit 
programs account for nearly 50 
percent of the federal budget, 
but most of that funding goes to 
programs serving every income 
group, such as Social Security, 
Medicare, military and Civil 
Service pensions. 


Food stamps, Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, 
Medicaid and other programs 
that are targeted at the poor, 
represent oniy about 10 percent 
of the budget. It is a matter of 
record that this, area las been 
cut far more than other sections 
of the Reagan administrations 
budget. You see it. You feel it 
and you know it hurts. Not just 


in the pocket but in the 
stomach. 
As I have forestated, the 


impracticality of the suggested 
volunteerism and private charity 
cannot and will not necessarily 
help mend the widening holes in 
the federal safety net.

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A PORTRAIT 


Eleazar Lenox, Bishop of 
Southern Illinois Jurisdiction 
COGIC, Senior Pastor of Illinois 
(57 years) one church, Greater 
Holy Temple Church of God in 
Christ located on Chicago’s West 
side. 


Bishop Lenox was born January 
23, 1902, in Yazoo, Mississippi. 
Attended Yazoo City High 
School before moving with his 
family to Terrell, Arkansas in 
1919. He was saved in a revival 
conducted by the late Evangelist 
R. H. I. Clark in 1921. His 
pastor was the late Elder P. S. 
Woods. 

Seeking a better life, he left 
Arkansas that same year and 
went to Chicago, Ill. In 1903, he 
married Mamie Grover. To this 
union was born five children; 
twins-Naomi and Ruth, 
Louivory, Eleazar, Jr., and 
James Edward. 


Called to the ministry this man 
of faith and courage known 
throughout the Brotherhood for 
his humility became Assistant 
Pastor to the late Elder Farley 
on Chicago’s West side. Elder 
Farley resigned and the church 
unanimously chose Brother 
Lenox as Pastor. He was 
ordained and appointed Pastor, 
July 20, 1925, by the late 
Bishop Wm. Roberts. 


During these early and trying 
years, Elder Lenox worked, 
pastored and attended a sick 
wife. His father passed, one of 
the twins, followed by his first 
son and then his loving wife. 


In April 1936, he was united in 
matrimony with Truesillia 
Bryson, to which was added five 
children; Doris, TrueAnnie, 
Mary, EJ and Lorenzo. 


Bishop Lenox was one of the 
churches greatest preachers, 
having held every office in the 
local and state department. 
Countless souls have been saved 
through his Bible teaching and 
common sense wisdom. 


The membership of the Carrol 
Avenue Church outgrew the 
building. Under Eld. Lenox’s 
leadership, they purchased the 
“power house” known as The 
Lake Street Church. 


In 1945, with a personal loan of 
$10,000 from Bishop C. H. 
Mason, he purchased one of the 
few real church buildings owned 
by COGIC members. The loan 
was repaid ahead of promised 
date earning him the favor of the 
churches founder Bishop Mason. 


He at this time was the Assistant 
Overseer of Illinois under Bishop 
Wm. Roberts, also pastoring in 
Springfield, Ill. 


In 1947, Bishop Mason placed 
the supervision of Southern 
Illinois in his hand. He was 
appointed Overseer by Bishop 


Mason. In spite of much 
Opposition, Brother Lenox 
perservered. 


During the 1954 Convocation, 
Overseer Lenox was promoted 
to the highest office of Bishop, 
by Senior Bishop C. H. Mason. 
The passing of Bishop Roberts 
left Bishop Lenox the Senior 
Bishop of Illinois. He received

his Doctor of Divinity Degree in 
1959, but prefers Brother to 
great titles. 


In 1960, he turned the 
Springfield church over to Elder 
Tinsley of Alton, IIl., so that he 
could devote full time to his 
church and state. 


God has so wonderfully blessed 
this man of God. At deaths’ 
door through sickness and five 
operations he at 80 years of age 
could teach for two _ hours 
without repeating himself. 
Chicago honored him in January 
of 82,with a gala yet spiritual 
affair. 


For years he was chairman of 
concessions in Memphis. He is 
tines founder) of .the 
Superannuation Fund for the 
help of disabled Ministers and 
Missionaries. 


He was dealt another blow of 
sadness at the death of his wife 
again in February of 1982. His 
faith is yet strong, his belief is 
yet holiness or hell. Some of his 
sayings are ‘“Nobody’s doing 
their best doing nothing,” “If 
you live right heaven belongs to 
you,” “If you live wrong hell 
belongs to you,” “If you stay 
with God-God will stay with 
you,” ‘“‘You’ve got to love 
everybody if you want to see 
Jesus.” “Preachers should be 
examples of what they preach.” 


May God forever bless and 
strengthen Bishop E. Lenox.

In the focal passage of scripture, 
PSALM 187:1-4, the captives 
reveal three major errors which 
led them to the weakened state 
that caused them to ask, How 
can we project victory in such 
adversity?

We 
stop FERVENTLY praying and 
consecrating.
